THE MINNESOTA ELECTION 


The result of the senatorial contest in 


^Minnesota for the seat of the late Ixfaute 
Nelson is -what the country generally ex- 
pected. 
^*e do not believe it is a sur- 


prise to President Harding or to organ- 
ization 
Republicans. About the only 


question at this writing is -whether the 
majority of Magnus Johnson, the farmer- 
laborite candidate, over Governor Preus, 
will equal that given Senator Shipstead 
over Senator Kellogg last November—a 
majority of more than 80.000 votes. 


It was a peculiar campaign. Gover- 


nor Preus almost entirely ignored the 
Harding administration in making his 
canvas, for the evident reason of Mr. Har- 
ding's unpopularity in Minnesota. .Mr. 
Johnson, on the other hand, took full ad- 
vantage of Republican party weaknesses 
and forced in every speech the issue of 
the Harding administration record upon 
his opponent. 


The Minnesota, election is of sectional 


rather than national significance. It re- 
flects a continuance of the dissatisfaction 
and discontent that marked the election 
in a number of northwestern states last 
fall, including Iowa, "Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota and North Dakota. 
The farmers 


in these states have good reasons to pro- 
test against the Conditions they have 
straggled with in the last few years. Poli- 
ticians with a loud voice and Persuasive 
tongue have succeeded in capitalizing 
this protest into a strange and illogical 
combination with labor. 
It has proved 


an excellent vehicle for them on which to 
ride into public office and political pow- 
er. 
One or the other of these two ele- 


ments will ultimately get the short end or 
the deal, for it is impossible to harmon- 
ize their interests and at'the same time 
unite them against the commercial and in- 
dustrial interests of the country and 
against the rest of society in general. The 
farmer will be the first to suffer from the 
socialistic preachment of the radicals who 
are' seeking to bring about government 
"ownership of this, that and everything 
and the substitution of the state for pri- 
vate property and personal initiative. "vTe 
do not know of anything the farmers of ^ 
North Dakota can point to that has in- 
ured to their benefit from the Frazier re- 
gime. Neither is it apparent that the 
farmers have improved their condition, 
or even stand to improve it. by the Non- 
Partisan League control of Wisconsin. 


The Minnesota election strengthens the 


La Follette group in the senate to the ex- 
tent of an additional vote. It contributes 
somewhat to Iheir prestige in the north- 
west, but 5n other sections of the country 
it will make only a mild impression. The 
cast and the extreme we*i and the sooth 
nave long habituated themselves to think- 
ing in terms of local environment, prob- 
lems and temperament.

HOT WEATHER HINTS ^ 


Shelter for dumb animals is udeded in 


hot weather as well as in cold. In fact, 
in extreme heat suffering is more intense 
and shelter is even more necessary. 


Every animal which is confined is en- 


"titled to protection from the hot rays of 
the sun. and owners should see that it is 
provided. This applies to the dog in his 
kennel, the hogs in the pen. the cattle in 
the pasture, or the chickens in the yard. 
The farmer,'s pasture should contain one 
or more shade trees. It is a good invest- 
ment, for extreme heat will cause conse- 
quent financial loss. 


Many animals die from want of shade 


or shelter from the sun. 
The resultant 


financial loss is always greater than the 
small investment required to bring the"m 
shelter and also comfort. 


Another thing needed in hot weather 


is much water for all the animals. Plenty 
df fresh water should always be handy 
for the dog. the cat. the horses, the cows, 
the hoes, the chickens, the birds—in fact, 
all animals. The expense is nothing. It 
merely requires the little effort it takes. 
And he who has animals should be willing 
to make this effort: if not willing, he 
should dispose of them, or else they should 
be taken from him. 
"We have no moral 


right to subject any animal to unnecessary 
suffering. 


Tie the horse in the shade. 
He will 


travel much better and render greater 
service if this is done. Water frequently. 


If a few of the ordinary rules of hu- 


maneness and consideration are observed, 
much suffering will be eliminated.

FALLING PRICES AND RISING 


WAGES 


The rise of prices stays regularly in ad- 


vance of increase of wages. Demand forc- 
es prices up of goods of all kinds, and 
then in turn higher prices necessitate larg- 
er wages. Consecutive increases of pric- 
es and wages finally inflate costs so much 
that buying diminishes or ceases. 


'At the present time the movements 


of prices and w'ag^es appear to be an- 
omalous. The price inclination is down- 
ward, yet the wage tendency is upward. 
There is nothing especially strange, how- 
ever, to the condition which prevails. The 
rule or law is working out in the normal 
way- 
- "Hifh wages were reflected in' high 
prices, and increasing prices reached the 
peak abruptly, and began to fall. The 
wage momentum is still in progress. 


It is well to bear-in mind that wage 


changes follow the same line as prices 
changes. Demand, not wages, fixes pric- 
es, and prices, reflecting demand, fix 
wages. 
The rule is worth remembering. 


If wages resist the law. and do not reci- 
procate to prices, they will descend by the 
strain of commercial inactivity. 


Excessive prices apparently have been 


due to extravagance, speculation, tariff 
disparities and the international economic 
disarrangement. It is not improbabl'e 
that there may be periodical ups and 
downs for some time. "When Europe ab- 
sorbs some of our money by loans and 
investments, we shall have less for specu- 
lation and prices will begin to equalize 
and settle.

People fr 
quently complain that tho language of doctors 
beyond the ken of the plain layman. I can and d!

bly it Is so because of misunderstanding, wherea 
the doctor's mastodontlc words are sometimes a' 
fectatiOn. 


Sometimes. I say* A doctor engaged xin privat 


practice is constrained to use all kinds of circum 
spection and forethought and frequently.to lie lik 
a gentleman in behalf of his patient's. So when th 
doctor tears off a Barnjime^que phrase—such as " 
cardiac condition" meaniric heart trouble—we mus 
not forget that he may be striving to ke«p' som 
busybody out of news, not necessarily concealin, 
his own groping for a diagnosis. Aside from folk 
who can't g«t their alcohol without a. flavoring o 
medicine, human beings are generally reticent con 
cernirig their individual ailments and averse to th 
publication of bulletins every time they wheeze o 
sneeze. They cherish a strange theory that if one 
can't achieve, fame without adopting a. flock o 
conventionalized symptoms, it is better to languish 
in obscurity. The three things a man hates to hav 
published while he is still conscious are his pulse 
rate, his temperature and his second mortgage. 


Hepatic Insufficiency is medical parlance for liv 


er complaint—whatever'that may be: it must be 
something exceedingly indefinite, judging by th 
great array of blunderbuss nostrums which the 
doctor is bes6Ugnt to prescribe for it. One of our 
textbook writers tried to coin a. catchword for "bil 
lousness" whatever that may be. He proposed th 
term HtKaemia (which meant uric acid in the blood 
and collected a huge parcel of orphan symptoms 
which he attempted to foist on the profession. How 
ever, the uric acid theory petered out when methods 
of precision became the rule in diagnosis; today onl> 
the unabashed charlatan discourses engagingly In 
te'rms 6f uric acid. There is such a, substance a£ 
uric acid normally found in the fcody in health, bu' 
variations from normal uric acid metabolism -need 
not concern the ailing layman any more than the 
craters of the moon.

For a class so fond of using Impressive terms 


for simple things, doctors are exceedingly careless 
in the choice of their terms. Many a doctor speaks 
and some have written books or scientific papers 
about "starvation treatment." wh«n they mean no 
thing of the kind, but merely fasting. 


'A mistake which I fear the doctors first made is 


calling loss of memory "aphasia." Asphasia means 
loss of speech: loss of memory is amnesia. Of 
course an individual may have both.

All fancy dives are based on three

As you start to decend—the proper 


descent, of course is that formerly 
explained, head first so that you will 
enter the water at an angle of 45 de- 
grees—bring the arms up over the 
head and assume the proper diving 
position with them. Thus you enter 
the water with the head down, arms 
extended and "covering" the ears, 
thumbs locked.
